In the course of hi brief call Mr. Sula inquired if I had
had any word from the State Department regarding his proposed travel
to the United States. I replied, following your suggestion, that
his application had been referred by the Embassy to the appropriate
American =:, uthorities who had not yet, however, responded to the
Embassy.
